This paper is filed in response to the office action mailed September 28, 2009. 

The Examiner rejects claims 18-24 of the present application as obvious under 35 USC 
103(a) over US Patent Application Publication Number 2005/0165439 (Weber) in view of US 
Patent Application Publication Number 2002/0026195. 

Applicants note however that Weber, the primary reference, was filed on January 23, 
2004 and published on July 28, 2005. The present application, on the other hand, was filed on 
November 26, 2003. Because the present application was filed prior to the filing date and the 
publication date of Weber, Weber cannot be considered prior art under any section of 35 USC 
102 or 103. Therefore the rejection of these claim is made in error and should be withdrawn.
